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Gkoi.<k;k ai. Si itvKY ok Kkntitky. — The second 
volume of Uic report of th; Geological Survey of 
Kentucky ha? just been distributed. It forms a most 
important addition to the know ledge of tbe geology of 
our Common -veakh, and reflects credit alike on the 
I^egisliture, by whose liberality and foresight it w as 
ordered, and on the gentlemen engaged in the sur- 
vey, who. by their assiduity and intense application, 
have acc-urplishtd so much in the last two years, 
during which the survey has lieen carried on. The 
utility of the survey has been already proved by its 
results, which have been published in a precediig 
volume, and l>7 the appropriation of $25, 000 !>y the 
1 tst Legislature for its ojnticuar.ee. It is with great 
pleasure we perceive an awakening interest iu this 
invaluable work. 

Tbe volume now l>ef< re us is a retinae of nearly 
all the lal*or< com pie* td at the time of its publica- 
tion. Isotb topographical, chemica', geo^uoslic, xnd 
general. It is fully equal to the one previously pub- 
lished, both in its typographical execution, arran^, 
ment, and subject matter. It contains no illustra. 
tions, as it was impossible to prepare them in time 
fir immediate publicatijn, but the third volume, 
now nearly ready fur distribution, contains a num- 
ber of plates, maps, and sections, illustrating the 
g-eology and pabr «jtoloi.'y of the survey as far as 
rep.irted. The first lift) -one pages of the second 
volume are devoted entirely to subjects appertain- 
ing iu tbe highest degree to agricultural intere.-ts, 
and. in a S ate where so large a portion of its in- 
habitants are engaged in agricultural pursuits, it 
cannot fail to be of the greatest moment. This re- 
port contains scientific facU which are iadispensal le 
to the proper management cf Kentucky soils. M*ny 
of the urn t important truths taught it agricultural 
chemistry, a^ regard? proper m inures, thtir efivct-, 
properitcK, u-es, and mi u.-e , are explained in an 
exceedingly intelligible and satisfactory manner. 
Dr. Owei, thoroughly imbuded with scientifu zjal, 
has made this portion of hi - report a perfect mon« • 
graph on the soils cf our State, worthy to be com- 
pared with tbe l>est efforts of the father of agricul- 
tural chemistry — liaron Leibig. It certainly evinces 
the most studious care in the selection and adapta- 
tion of its contents to the wants of tbe K 'ntuckv 
farmer, and is replete with information which should 
be carefully treasured by every agriculturist. We 
regret our inability at present to affjrd space for 
several quotations which are general in their appli- 
cation, aiid would profit alike all whose tastes and 
opportunities lead them to till the ground. Should 
an occasion occur, we pt otitis _• our country friends a 
num'ier of interesting selections from the pages 
ucder contid. -ration, hoping thus to be the means of 
disseminating information which could not else be 
attained by the miss of our readers. 

Since the last report many new coal deposits have 
been developed; seventeen of them have had tbeir 
economical value tested, both by proximate and ul- 
timate analysis. For the sake of comparison, ee\ e- 
ral analyses of not>:d Eoglish and Scotch coals are 
added. The coal fi M- of Kentucky a-e tituated in 
tte eastern and we6ttra portions of the State, being 
divided by about one hundred and fifty miles of sur- 
face. The eastern portion belongs to the great 
Pennsylvania basin. Dr. Oven makes the attempt 
to show the parallel bet^eeu our strata of coal and 
those of I'ecnsj lvanii, but the difficulty of estab- 
lishing tbeir ident t. is very great, and can only be 
fully accomplished after a minute study of the p*la- 
ontolcgical remains of the coal series. Such is the 
t resent aim of th? geologic il surveyors, and it has 
already lieec cointm n -ed. We hope it may l>e car- 
ried out t> a euccssful termi jaiion, as fuch a result 
will b* of u<* not alone to our own S'ate, bu* to all 

carried on. 

There are analyses of seventy iron ores published 
in the present volume. These were found to con- 
tain from 16.59 to 56 37 per cent of iron, and are 
f«r the most p^rt productive and easily fluxed. 
Tuese eres, toge. ber with some zinc and copper, 
place our mineral wealth in an entirely new light, 
and will doubtless be the means of attracting much 

capital, and with it other benefit to our St Ue. Of

the twenty-one limestones noticed, one (No. 530) is 
especially recommended to the citizens of Jefferson 
county as a durable building material. It is found 
in the eastern jiortion of our county, quite conveni- 
ent to the Louisville and Fiankfort railroad. Among 
other examinations of mineral springs and well 
waters, is that of a water near Dowlingsville, in 
Grant county, where, in dry seasons, milk sickness 
is prevalent. This is one of a series of similar wa- 
ters ■ Inch issue from a silicious mud stfiie, or "rof- 
tnt tatul Motif" of the blue limestone formation, and 
contains in undue proportion chloride of mai/ne*/um, 
which closely resembles salt in its therapeutic ef- 
fects, aud is productive of milk-sickness. When 
more careful investigations have been made, it may 
result in solving the problem cf this remarkable and 
heretofore inexplicable disease Dr. Owen closes 
his report with the stratigrapbic.il geology of fifteen 
counties, but space will hardly permit us to extend 
our notice of this portion any further. 

The chemical assistant, Prof. Peter, of Lexing- 
ton, Ky., has completed and reported on two hun- 
dred and six analyses as fo'lows: 48 iron ores of the 
limonite variety; 22 iron ores of the carbonate vari- 
ety; 43 soils, subsoils, and marls; 31 limestones; 30 
coals; 16 mineral waters and salts; 4 copper and 
y.inc ores and bitumens; 4 sandstones; 2 pig irons; 2 
shales and slates— in all 206. That such an amount 
of varied chemical analyses, requiring £0 much care 
and accuracy iu their determination, should have 
been completed in two hundred and twenty-two 
days is really a subject for wonder, and proves con- 
clusively the truth of the remark we made at the 
outset. 

These analyses contain a vast fund of valuable in- 
formation, the greater part of which may be brought 
into immediate use: such, for instance, are those of 
soils, mineral waters, and iron ores. Of these last, 
Prof. Peter remarks: '"The seventy iron ores which 
have been analyzed at this lalsoratory have with 
few exceptions proved lich and valuable, affording 
still further illustration of the great wealth of Ken- 
tucky, and of the fact that a large amount of capital 
and labor might find room for employment in our 
State, in the development of her rich mines and in 
the supply of the increasing demand for iron in its 
various forms. The analyses of these ores, and of 
the limestone. o\c, which accompany them, will 
greatly assist the manufacturer in the apportion- 
ment of his Muxes for the most economical proiuc- 
tion of tbe metal." Toe soils have l>een collected 
in a manner intended to greatly aid the proper de- 
termination of their natural constituents, and what 
changes have been effected by cropping. For this 
purjiose specimens have lieen procured of: 1. The 
rfrgm noil. 2. The same suilfixnn an (MJjield long m 
cult/ration- 3. The subsoil. And 4. The deeper sub- 
soil or underhung ndt stratum. We merely instance 
this as showing the pains taken to render tbe woik 
more complete and the great practical value of these' 
labors. 

Tne topog-aphical report, by Mr. S. Lyons, is 
comprised in the last seventy pages. Although this 
subject presents but little of interest to the general 
reader, it forms a in ut es.-ential foundation to all 
future labors. It is (seriously to be regretted that 
there is no certain data from which to start. In 
every instar' M w here ot'Unty maps have been exam- 
Im2| they were found ir. correct In toto. We. have 
had occision before to notice, at some length, one of 
these glaringly inconsistent county maps, and fear 
we will be obliged to refer to it again. Having thu» 
to remodel the whole topography of the State adds 
necessarily to the cost and retards in no small de- 
gree the expedition of the work. 

Mr. Lyons has been almost constantly in fie field, 
and although laboring under many diauvan'ages 
f.om the difficulty of employing competent assistants, 
aud in the loss of Mr. Malott, whet it will be remem- 
Isered was drowned on the falls last summer, yet he 
has accomplished hi- ta-k in a most thorough and ad- 
mirable in inner. The details of tbe stratigrap lei] 
geology of Greenup and Carter Counties are fully giv- 
en, and rendered more intelligi* le by numerous 
8?ciiois, admeasurements, &c. Uniontown, Union 
county, was lited as the initial point of the base 
line, from which plic ; it has bs';n cirrie l s'x'y-oie 
miles ei;ht hunil.vd and eightv-live fatt, the di- 
r ction beiug e'nc -'ked from time to time by ob 
serva'i >n& for azimuth, and suc-b corrections made 
as were necessary. This important work will be 
<o itinued until it rjaches the Virginia State line 
near the corner of Pike couLty. Kentucky. 

Gold in thi: North. — A friend of ours has a 
totter from a rela ive in Pepin, Dunn county, Wis- 
consin, which states that considerable excitement 
has been crea'ed there by the discovery of gold. A 
man wa6 digging a well in the vicinity of the town, 
and, in raising the dirt, he saw something sparkle, 
and. thinking it might be gold, took it to Dr. E. 
Lathrop for examination. This geutl -man, having 
been a resident of California, found it was really 
gold in a matrix of quartz. Sand has also been 
washed and yielded handsomely. When the snow 
melts, there will of course be further investigations, 
acd it may be that a new El Dorado will be opened 
to rival the State of the Golden Gat°.

t> Comlempt' , — The Witness — ATmmBBj et<\ 
A "true bill" has been fourd by tbe grand jury 
against Mr. Wolcott, the witness w ho refused to an- 
swer the question of the House T.nitl' Investigating 
Committee as to whether, iu March last, he rec-ived 
from Lawrence, Stone, & Va>. the snug sum of fM,*- 
MXI. He has b°en N jtil for tbe faM three weeks, 
but w ll soou ksfl bfMfcgM to irlji under tte law ol 
I'oUiiress to punish for contempt of the authority of 
either House. The Representatives think that th=ir 
dignity has been grossly outraged by his contumac\ ! 
The law fixes the punishment, on" conviction, at a 
tine of a hundred or a thousand dollars, and one or 
six months' imprisonment, in the discretion of the 
Judge. 

The politicians on all sides are secretly at work 
prep. ring their plans— some for the success, other* 
for the defeat of the Kansas bill. Like office-seek- 
ers, they all seem to lie sati-tied that they will 
achieve" a victory, but the result must, of course, 
tell a different storv. 

The Baltimore (Methodist Epi-copal) conference 
has tseen in session for several da> s, in this city, 
but has transacted no business of general import- 
ance. Like the East Baltimore conference— the 
other half of the old Baltimore conference— it stands 
between two fires. Tbe Northern Methodists charge 
it with Southern slavery views: while the South- 
ern Metbo 'ists look upon it as a grand repository 
of abolition notions. For itself, it claims a "con- 
servative" position on the subject of tho-e important 
personages —t he "woolly heads." With a view of 
counteracting tbe opposing forces, and of placing 
Baltimore conference Methodi.-m in a true light, it 
is propofeed to publish a newspaper. Some of the 
brethren, however, think that such a journal would 
provoke controversy, and increase the heat of battle, 
and bence they bring all their logic to bear against 
the enterpri e. I think, from the oratorical dem- 
onstrations, that they will have an organ. This 
will, it is supposed, be the commencement of anoth- 
er split from the Northern section, aud tbe creation 
of a "central" or middle w ing of Methodism, against 
ultraisms of their differing brethren North and 
South. This idea wa«, vears ago, promulgated, and 
now tbe prospect is that it will be consummated.

TERRIBLE DISASTER ou the BIG BEE! 

Burning of the Steamer Eliza Battle. 

FOR TY LIVESjL OST! 

TWELVE bttStfNUtal sULl 6 Ist/TTOH l.OSU 

We received intelligence yesterdi-. of a terrible 
calamity on the Bigliee river — the destruction by 
tire of the steamer Eliza Battle — uid, what is wor-e, 
a frightful loss of life. 

It appears that the di-a-ter occu~red about, two 
o'clock on Monday mornintt, about a half or three 
quarters of a mile above Kemp's Lauding, when 
the B ittle, with some 50 or GO pafs-ngers and UM 
or 1800 bales cotton on board, took fire and was com 



half each) and all the cotton, except some 15 or 20 
dales. 

The tire had.its origin amortg the co'ton bales on 
the after d*ck under the cabin, and, although the 
dames made but little progress at first, a strong 
north wind (almost a gale) soon spread thexi to afl 
parts of the boat, and tin pas-ergers were com- 
pelled to seek safety lo their lives by retreating in 
lliMr ni^ht elothe*. 

The l>oat was headed for tlie sbo»e, but, the river 
being high and out of its banks and tbe wheel ropes 
burred, a landiov ccM co*. be erf cred. 

She w i*. however, d iven MBMM th» tr^e*. where 
she lodged until the engines cea-ed to work, (the in- 
tensity of the heat driving the engineers from tbeir 
posts) when tbe passengers were enabled to effect 
an escape by hanging to tbe limbs and I ranches of 
trees and up n bales of coifon throw n overboard. 

After the wheels stopped, tbe boaf swayed around 
and was driven across the river by force of the 
wind. This fortunate circumstance probably saved 
the lives of many of the survivors, as the'v must 
otherwise have perished in the flames. 

The mate and pilot and some others on cotton 
bales floated down the river some four miles, sbout- 
inif for help before lioats could be ohtoiued. These 
were then carried across the river and haul-d ou 
wagons to the scene of disaster, when the survivors 
on the trees were carried to land. 

It is proper to state that all efforts to get to tbe 
yawl were rendered fruitless, as the flames cut off 
all means of access to it. An attempt was then 
made to launch the lifelwat, but l*fore a sufficient 
♦orce could be mustered the tire again drove the 
party awav. 

It" is due to Capt. Stone to say that when assist- 
ance arrived he gave orders to save the women and 
children tiist, and was himself trie list lo ue taken 
off. The most of those lost were frozen, having 
been more ot less in tbe water and subjected three 
or four hours to the cold Northern blast. 

The residents of the vicinity, as soon a3 they 
learned the disaster, tendered what service was in 
tlieir power. 

No cause for the tire is known, unless it was by 
spates from the steamer Warno', which boat passed 
to windward about half an hour liefore the tiames 
were d : «covertd. 

All the bojks and papers of the U>at were lost, 
and, with tbe exception of one or two carpet bags, 
every particle of baggage also. 

The Battle lielonged to Messrs. Cox, Brainard, & 
Co., and was not insured. It is impossible to a.- cer- 
tain the loss.

Mr Henj tniin MiUheP, a planter from 
i-"u i . *»«a untiring iu his efforts, and, together with 
Mr J in i > Jackson, the first mate, went thr e or 
fou lo-.es lielow and brought the first assistance 
that was obtained. Tbey brought up boats to the 
scene cf disaster and took from their retreats manv 
of the passengers, who, lienumbe 1 with cold and al- 
iiu^jt exhausted, must, but for this timely aid, have 
perished. 

One child of Mr. Cromwell was saved by Frank 
S'one, the second clerk of the l>oat, w ho swam ashore 
with it. He then placed Miss Turner ou a co'ton 
bale and safely landed her on shore. She said to 
him "You have saved my life; do save my mother 
and sister." He then swam off and rescued her sis- 
ter, who afterwards froze to death in his arms. Her 
mother froze to djath on a tree, w hich was the fate 
of almost u ll who perished. 

The issista it pilot. Mr. D. Harllev, saved Miss 
tdbialHw She t'-re v water oi him w!;il- he was 
paddling her ashore on a cotton bale. 

An ii fant of two months old was saved in a re- 
markable manner. When discovered, bv Captain 
Stone, it had only its night clothes ou and was blue 
with cold. A blanket coat soaked with water was 
at band, which tha captain laid upon a burning cot- 
ton bale and then wrapped the bai>e in tbe steaming 
covering. It is now "alive and chirping." 

Capt. Stone also saved the mother of the infant 
by placing her on tbe cotton, and the two were made 
as comfortable as circumstances would allow until 
the boats took them off. 

Mr. aud Mrs. James Bryant, Mr. and Mrs. J. 
Thompson, Mrs. Pettigrew and others, residing in 
the neighU.rhood of w here the f.ital accident occur- 
red, threw open their houses and placed everything 
they could command at the disposal of tbe survi- 
vors. Nothing that they could do to alleviate their 
sufferings or add to their comfort was spared. Food 
and clothing they procured for tbem, and medical 
attendance was obtained free of cost. 

Fully thirty- six hour* had elapsed before the 
Magnolia came along, and during six or seven hours 
of this time, when Jackson and Mitchell brought up 
the boats, the passengers and crew remained in the 
col 1, without relief. 

The Magnolia brought down the dead bodies of 
the following persons: John Powell, the barkeeper; 
L. Y. Martin, of Fayette county, Ky ; C. L. Carra- 
dine, of Chickasaw county, Miss ; and Barnett, the 
free negio cook. 

The remains of Mrs. Turner and her daughter 
were left at Peevy's Landing wi'h her relatives. 
Powell was buried yesterday; Martin will be sent 
to his home in Kentucky, anil Mr. Carradine's re- 
mains wiU be forwarded to his family by railroad 
this morning.

The abduction of w ives is not a prevaleut practice 
in our times. Few Both wells are to be found now; 
in most instances where ladies desert their lords, 
the ladie s are i tic persuading, or at least the con- 
tenting party. In this latter case the husband is 
entithdto damages in proportion to the loss sus- 
tamed. Where personal violei.ee has Iten usui, the 
crime is of a graver character, and subjects the per- 
petrator to impri oument for jears. at the pleasure 
cf the court. That branch of the .-cience of abduc- 
tion which consists in the earning away of uiini .r- 
lied women generally , and Leiresses m particular, 
is, however, dt cidedly the most distinguished, t>eiu^ 
able to I cist of an I lder pedigree and of a longer 
duration than either of its sister branches. The ab- 
duction of the Sibiue virgins by the Roman you'.hs 
carries it back to the mo t mysterious and misty 
period cf the early history of Koine, and from that 
time it has continued to flourish down to the present 

Among every nation of Europe, with the exception 
of the Turks, among whom women are a marketable 
afair, the practice of this species of abduction has 
prevailed and is prevalent. In the days of knight- 
hood, when chivalry, that nurse of manly sentiment 
and so forth, prevailed, abducting exploits had at 
least the incentive of romantic love; but in our de- 
generate davsof calculation and economy, they have 
chiefly been" instigated by more material motives, a 
fat fortune being a more powerful talisman than the 
aweetest smile. In the rural portions of the United 
Kirgdom of Great Brit un and In-lit d. it is still not 
unfic queut, where a girl is possessed of comparative 
wealth in her own right, or likely to inherit it from 
her paren'.s. for some neighl>oring aspirant to arm 
his relatives, descend upon the homestead and carry 
awav the cove'ed heiress, holding her in custody 
until her parents or guardians submit. Some severe 
punishment recently intl cted in England, has, how - 
ever, had the effect of diminishing its frequencv 
\here. But in Ireland it still retains something of 
it; ascif-nt prevalence. Scarcely a month passes iu 
the southern and western districts of that enthusias- 
tic country without the parish being enlivened by 
some abducting feat, in which often the gentry play 
a leading part, and in the riot and dangers of which 
the Iri>b peasant absolutely revels aud rejoices. 

Oftentimes th— e abductions gave birth to great 
family at d fiction fights, one party battling for the 
recjverv. and the other for the retention of the 
wear»r ot the g'ddeu fleece, but recourse is never 
had to law , that being deemed mean and cowardly 
in the extreme.

HoKitiiiLB Tragedy at the Alton Pkxitkntia- 
nv.— To the Al on Courier of Tuesday morning we 
are indebted for the following particular.- o' on) of 
the most singultr and terrible tragedies ever Ln .wn 
to have occurred in the whole country. The Cou- 
rier's account of the circumstances was cl»sed on 
Mondiy night at 12 o'clock. The special di.-patxh 
to th3 St. Louis Democrat, giving further details, 
and the results of the tragedy, was received at St. 
I»uij at a late hour on Tuesday night. Tbe Alton 
Courier says: 

One of tbe most singular cases which ever can e 
under our observation, or in our reading, occurred 
yesterday morning at the penitentiary in this city. 

A convict named Hall, from Chicago, who is now 
serving out a second term, formed tbe idea of ac- 
quiring his liberty in the following method. He 
watched his opportunity shortly after breakfast, and 
w hen no other guard wa* in the hall surroundii g 
the cells except Mr. Crabb, whom ho knocked down 
and stunned by a severe blow on the head, then 
■trag^ed lum Into oue of the lower cell*, tiid his 
hands ••• hi.vl his back, fastened tbe cell door by 
means of a stick of timber, previously put ia tbe 
•H by -onie confederate, th^n drew a hu>re knife 
fiOja bi boaca, agisted Crabb u ri-c t p«t him 
■gaisct lie door, at;.! :!.r;-t:^.d Lla •. i'.'s. -!•- ith u - 
less he wa? allowed to go at lilierty. 

This most daring attempt was SQfla ktio vn, and 
promptly brought Col. BuckmasUr and his guards 
to tbe s|K)t. The convict threatened Crabb wi;b 
instant death if any attempt, wus made upon the 
door, holding his knife within a couple cf inches of 
Crabb's breast. Per upwards of an hour Co!. Buck- 
master and hi J guards watched an epport unity to 
shoot him, but tLere being but one op ningin tbe 
door, and that quite small, he kept Cra'.b constantly 
l>etween him and the opening, so that he could only 
be reached through Crabb's body. 

Thus matters continued until noon, when Cr .bb 
made some effort to open the door, but was immedi- 
ately cut severely in the hard by the couvict.

II ill, the con ( iat, is represented to be a most d s- 
perate scoundrel. In view of his character and 
threats, our citizens were much alarmed for tbe 
safety of Crabb, wbo is well knowu and highly ap- 
preciated, and who has a family residing in the city. 

Yesterday everything was done which could be 
done consistently with Crabb's safety. No chance 
would tbe eonvict give for any injury to himself, as 
be either studiously kept tbe guard l*;tween him and 
the grating, or laid down against the doo-, and 
out of the reach of a shot.

Washington, March 10. 

Senate. — The resolution was amended limiting to 
a book of one volume of 800 pages — thus amended 
it passed. Tbe resolution provides ten thousand 
copies i f patent ol'.ice reports on mechanics. 

Mr. Hamlin, having finished a defense of the 
Northern l.ilwrers, proceeded to examine Mr. Ham- 
mond's assertion, that the wealth of t he nation con- 
sists in her exports, d?n* ing the truth < f the propo- 
sition and showing that the hundred millions of 
cotton exported by the South no more proved that 
that sum represented her surplus profit after paying 
all demands than does the eight hundred millions, 
the value of Northern manufactures, indicate that 
amount of Northern surplus of wealth. The exports 
have to pay for the imports consumed, therefore they 
cannot l«* profit or surplus wealth. The South con- 
sumes all the profit of its exports, and yet Mr. Him- 
moud. assuming two hundred ai d twelve millions 
of dollars as the total exports of the South, claims 
that amount as surplus wealth. He (Mr. Hamlin) 
might with as much propriety contend that that 
amount of imports showed a sufp'iis of *e ilih, in- 
asmuch as the exports assume the ability to balance 
the imports. 

Mr. Hamlin proceeded to show the fallacy of both 
positions, citing statistical tables, comparing the 
exports and imports of the North and South. He 
next proceeded to examine the true sources of na- 
tional wealth as indicated by schools, population, 
agriculture, manufactures, shipping, railroads, ca- 
pacity for war, oic , giving figures to show the rela- 
tive strength of the two sections in these resources. 
On manufacture* the aggregate net profit of the 
8ou-.b. was 879,000,000 and of the North #326,000,- 
000. As to the capacity to build ships and railroads 
aud for war he denied "that these were the trua in- 
dices of national greatness, though they were to 
some exteut; taking them as such, he showed, in 
figures, a preponderance of the North over tne South 
in the proportion of ten to ore in ship tonnage and 
upwards of five ■ one in railroads while as to tbe 
capacity for war, he showed that in the K".volation- 
arv war the North contributed 218.000 men to 71,- 
000 men by the South. He admitted that the South- 
erners were a .'reat people with respect to defensive 
war, but l.e did not think tbeir pecular institution 
would l* harmless in sueh an event. 

How was it with South Carolina in the war of this 
couutry. She was repeatedly asked for men and al- 
ways fell tbort of her quota." In 177.) she was asked 
for none and she furnished them. He did not state 
these i acts to disparage that State. God forbid. — 
But when Southern Senators threw disparagement 
upon the North, be felt justified in quoting facts and 
figures as evidence of what she has done.

Private letters from the American fleet in the Cbi- 
ne-e waters give a somew hat different account of 
Mr. Heed's correspondence with Cov. Yeh from that 
published by the Loudon journals. Mr. Reed, it 
seeing sent a communication to the (iovernor of 
C*nton, in whiVh he iiit'oniied him of the objects i f 
bis mis-ion, and requested an interview witbin the 
city. Tbe replv of Yeh was that he would receive 
the American Minister, B Mi, without the walls, as 
there was no ln.-tmce on record of the rtception of a 
foreign • nvoy within the citv. 

Mr. Reed had, moreover, in conformity with his 
instructions, tendered through the Governor of Can- 
ton the mediation of the United States government 
for the p- tiding difficulties with the Bri-ish 'l ids 
was tendered l>efore the ul'imatutn of Lord Elgin 
was sent to the Governor. The offer was not 
noticed, and no interview had occurred lietween Mr. 
Re»-d and the Imperial governnieet. 

It is stated that, in a dispatch from Yeh which the 
Briti-h had intercepted, he spoke very contemptu- 
ously of the American olfer of mediation. 

Mr. Reed has also had a corresjiocdence with Lord 
E'gin upon the subject of the instructions of our 
government aud the iiosition which Mr. Reed was 
to take hi regard to the war.

Sailing ok the Atlantic Tklkgkaph Sti:.\.mhi:. 
The I'nited States steam frigate Niagara sailed this 
morning for England, to resume the attempt to lay 
the electric telegraph cable across the Atlantic. She 
steamed dow n tne river from tbe Navy Yard against 
the flood tide, and passed the Castle on Governor's 
Island at 12 o'clock. 

The Niagara is the largest ship in the world (ex- 
cept the Leviathan, just launched at Londou) but 
her movements as she passed among the vessels in 
the river and through the ice, were as easy and 
quick and graceful as those of our river steamers. 

She is to take one-half the cable on board, and an 
English ship (probably the Agamemnon) will take 
the other half. The two ships will then proceed to 
mid ocean, vhere they will unite two ends of the 
cable, and then, one steaming for England and the 
other for America, will ocenpy but half the time in 
laying the whole which would lie required in the at- 
tempt to commence at the English coast and proceed 
continuou-ly to this. The chances of fair weather 
during the process will thus t-e doubled. The time 
occupied, after the vessels part from the starting 
point, will, if no accident occurs, be about suven to 
eight davs in reaching the two shores. 

Ihe Niagara will probably return to this country 
in August. 

Pac:ikic Hotel If ii'mii — The examination be- 
fore Esqui:e Herckenrath, of Charles L. Taylor, 
alias Sanders, charged with murder and arson, which 
was on Friday postponed to yesterday, has l»e< n con- 
tinued until Thursday afternoon, to "await ihe arri- 
val of 51 r.

What 
light he, as a witness, cm throw upon the matter, 
we are not apprised; hut, judging from the evidence 
already published, it is no- likely he can fii'tiish any 
additional information. Td\ lo" - has already proved, 
or rather the prouecution has proved for him, a com- 
plete alibi, as far as setting tire to the hotel is con- 
cerned. If Mr. French thr >ws anything tending to 
confirm tie idea of a murd r, it is not probable that 
it w ill amount to anything more than a grouping of 
suspicious circumstances which transpired before 
ten o'clock of the night preceding the disaster, and 
all that we have already had. The truth is, that 
th's investigation, while it :P"rea e es the iny-t«ryof 
the terrible calamity, is not likely to develop any- 
thing which may substaniate the charges against 
any of the parties who have heretofore been accused. 
It may be well enough to continue the examination 
for the purpose of eliciting all the facts, but as a 
criminal proceeding, the case has lost all interest, 
and in that regard the public has ceased to care for 
it.— Ht.
